II. Chairman Obie Benz brought the meeting to order and the minutes of the last 
Board meeting, June 18, were read. Obie then went over the questions raised 
in the last meeting and reported on the progress made since then. 

1. The Head-Start transportation problem has been solved. The parents of the 
children will be able to drive them. The Addison County OHO has granted 
the program '. 75 « 

2. The group called Krs. Slater and worked with the Carden Club to clean up 
the ^rounds around the Municipal Building. 

3. . othinv has been done with ABC (Action for a Better Community). The next 
meeting is on the 9th of July, and it was suggested that some group mem¬ 
bers attend. 

4. The vroup has met with the Teen Center council and Sam Spencer. One pro¬ 
ject is to change the atmosphere in the Teen Center by dividing the room 
into smaller areas, providing low couches and tables, and lowering the 
ceiling. The rroup needs about ^0 fireproof blankets. On Monday, July 6, 
the "roup will be working with hiigh school students to fix up the center. 
Publicity has done very well. Krs. Chatfield wrote an article for the 
Free Press and the Herald , and an article in the Addison Independent is 
also expected. 

6. The research "roup would like to put out a report on the relationship be¬ 
tween the town and the college which would view past disputes between 
them such as road taxes and water costs. Mr. Crawford said that he does 
not believe that part of the relationship can be explained. He has al¬ 
ready organized a committee to study the formal relationship. This was 
followed by a discussion among the Board as to whether this issue should 
be an open ore. Obie said that he thought an expose sort of report might 
be presumptuous, but that it would still be beneficial to have a sociolog¬ 
ical report of the relationship between the town and the college, such as 
the town’s role in the college and vice versa, the town's impression of 
what a college should be, how townspeople feel about college students, etc. 
Mr. Pack suggested a study of the college-high school relationship,.also. 

Hi*. Pack expressed his concern that there be a follow—through of this 
group and the research in the fall. Obie said that he has been given tim e 
during Freshman Orientation to get freshmen interested in GIG and the com¬ 
munity. Hr. Kelley said that a college—high school committee had been 
organized which never accomplished anything. He has a list of ideas com¬ 
piled by teachers on ways which college students could be helpful in the 
high school. Hr. Kelley also told the Board about a project in illiams- 
tovm in which articles written by townspeople and professors were pub¬ 
lished, and suggested that perhaps this could be done in Kiddlebury. 

?. Mr. Kelley informed the Board about the Addison County Field Days on Aug. 
5-8. This is considered a high point in the summer and would be a good 
way for the GIG to obtain good associations with Eermonters. There are a 
variety of activities such es parking, ticket taking, etc. Obie expressed 
a concern for taking jobs away from local people, but Mr. Kelley said that 
most of the jobs were volunteer. It was suggested that some members of 
the group attend the next planning meeting. 

8. Mr. Pack brought up the question of the relationship between the employees 
of the college and the students. He felt that students should be made more 
responsible in the dormitories. Mr. Clook said that the students really, 
cannot do much; yet, the student should have more respect for the condition 
of the dorms. The possibility of meeting informally with the employees 
was discussed, such as giving a luncheon or dinner. Mr. Clook thought 
this w°s a good idea, but he expressed a doubt as to how many employees 
would come to something planned by the CIG. Mr. Pack suggested that we let 
them know we want to communicate generally. Obie said the reputation of 
the group has improved considerably. By the end of the summer he thought 
the group would be able to plan activities as a group with good results. 

Hr. Pack suggested a luncheon in the fall. It was generally agreed that 
planning the luncheon on a workday would be best. 

XIX. obie summed up the accomplishments of the CIG up to the time of the Board 
meeting. He expressed a concern that the group's volunteer labor was be¬ 
ing provided only for middle and upper class groups, and he felt that the 
group was not doing enough constructive social work. It was suggested 
that the group contact John Graham. Q ..
